UCLA’s Neuropsychi­ 
atric Institute and now on a 
medical committee on human 
rights in Jackson, Miss., told a 
Los Angeles Times interviewer 
by telephone that police brutali­ 
ty — real or imagined — is a 
key reason for Negro anger. 
There is a need for a police re­ 
view board of ordinary citizens 
in the Negro area to discuss 
grievances, he said.
